INTERSTATE LIBRARY COMPACT 

Article L Policy and Purpose 
* . ^ ■ ' 

^ Because the desire for the services provided by libraries trans- 
cends governmental boundaries and_caii--most effectively be satisfied' 
by giving such services to communities and people regardless of 
judisdictional lines, it is the policy, of the states party to this 
compact to co-operate and share their responsibilities ; to authorize 
co-operation and sharing with r^>sp6ct to those types of library 
facilities and services which ctm be more economically or efficiently 
.developed and maintained on a co-operative basis; and to authorize 
co-operation ^and sharing among localities, statesl and otters' in 
providing joint or co-operative library services in areas where the 
distribution of population or of existing and potential library re- 
sources make the provision of library 'service on an interstate

Thfs policy applies to any members of the staff of the South Dakota. 
State Library who may feel themselves aogrieved as the result of discrimi- 
nation on the basis of race^O^^eli gjon^^ origin, sex, age, or 
handicap. It is designed- to ]>fwFde^ routine f^or that staff, member to 
fol low without ^any. threat of retribuaion when the individual feels 
aggrieved. It may also be fol lov\(ed fo^ grievances based on working 
conditions and other working rel a^tionsh i ps where'the grievance is^ not 
based on a discriminatory practice. It is designed to meet the^ requirements 
of Title VI of the Civil .Rights Act of 196^, Title IX of the Education 
Amendmen'ts of 1972., and Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, 
as amended, ' . : 

Step>1: The aggrieved person should file a complaint containing 
information about the alleged discrimination, the time 
that it occured, the person responsible apparently for 
the discrimination, and whether or not it is a continuing 
form of discrimination.^ This complaint should be filed 
within eighteen months of a specific incident of discrimi- 
nation, the complaint should be filed with the Administrative"

The South Dgkbta'State Library pommission, recognizing the pluralistic 
nature of its state and the varied backgrounds and needs of all citizens, 
regardless of race, creed or pol i t i cal persuasion, arid recognizing the 
unique' place'of the South Dakota State Library among the public, school and- 
academic' 1 ibraries of South Dakota, declares as a matter of materials

Such recommendations shall be made in writing on forms developed by the 
State Librarian. .

as to title and nature of the. material being questioned. 

5- .This Commission declares itself firmly opposed/to the^ censorsh i p of ^ • 
library materials as a mearis^ by wh.ch an individual or group may seek to 
restrict or deny the ava i ] ab i l.i.ty of certain materials to 'any other 
individual or group. While it is acknowledged that an individual has the 
right. to impose certain judgemental standards on his own or his children's 
use of library materials, this is the resporis i bi 1 i ty of the individual and 
not of the library; any standards so adopted by an individual will not.be 
recognjzed as imposing any restrictions on the availability of materi'als in 
the library., nor can they be imposed on ' the use of 1 ibrary '^material s by any 
other individual or group.

The Freedom to Read Statement ^ 



"fhe freedom to read is essential to our democ'facy. It is continuously 
under attack. Private groups and public authorities, in various, parts of 
the country are working to remove books frqm sale,.\;to censor textbooks,- 
to label "controversial" books, to distribute lists' of "objectionable 
books or authors,, and" to purge 1 i brar i es . These actions apparent y rise 
from a view that our national tradition of free enterprise i s no longen,, 
valid; that censorship and suppression gre needed to;avoid the subversion 
of policies as librarians and pi^blishers responsi bl^, .fon 'd i ssemi nat ing 
them, wish' to. assert the public interest in the preservation of the 
freedom to ' read . ((■; 

•We are deeply concerned about these attemp.ts ati, suppress i on . Most- 
such attempts rest on a denial of the fundamental premise, of democracy, 
that the ordinary citizen, by exercising his critical judgement, will 
accept the good and . reject the bad. The censors, public and private, _ 
assume that they shoufd determine what is good and What is bad for their 
fellow-citizens. , • 

- We trust Americans to recognize propaganda, and to reject it. We 
do not believfe they need the help of censors to assist them in this 
task. We do not believe they- are prepared .bo sacrifice their heritage ot ^ 
a free press in order to be '"protected" against what others think may be 
bad for them. We believe they sMlTV favor free enterprise in ide^^ and 
expression. _ 

" We. are aware, of coOirse, that books''are not alone' ijibeing subjected 
to efforts at suppression. We are aware that these effort) are related 
to a larger pattern of pressures being brought against educat i on the > 
press,' films, radio, and television. The problem is not only ond of . 
actual censorship. Th'e shadow of ear cast by these pressures leads, wc- 
suspect, to an even larger voluntary curtailment of expression by those 
who seek to advoid controversy. , • ' '

Such pressure 'toward confornl'ity is perhaps natural to a time ot 
uneasy change and pervading fear. • Especially when so many of our 
apprehensions are directed against an ideology, the egression of' a 
dissident idea becomes a thing feared in= itself, and we tend to move 
against i t as against a hostile deed, with suppr.css .on. 

khA yet suppression Ts never more dangerous than in such a time of 
social tension. Freedom has given the Urtited States the^elast ici ty to 
.endure strain. Freedom keeps open the path of novel and creative 
■ solutions-, and enables change to come by c^hoice. Every silencing of a 
heresy, every enforcement of an orthodoxy!, diminishes the toughness and 
resirience of our society and leaves It thg less able to desj with 
stress. ' ■ ' y 

. Now as always in^ -our history, books are among our gre^atest insti^uments 
of freedom. They &r> almost the only means for making ger^erally avai- able 
'ideas or manners of expression that canjnitially command "only ^..^smal I 



audiencev They are the natural medidm for the n6w idea and • the. untried ., 
voice from wh[ch co^rpe the origina>l contributions to social' growth. They -

It is the responsibility of ,.publ i shers and librarians, 
as guardians of the people's freedom to read, to 
contest encrodchments upon that freedom by individuals 
or groups seeking to impose their own standards or 
tastes upon the community at large. 

It is inevitable in the give and take of the demo- 
cratic process that the political, the moral, or the 
aesthetic concepts of an individual or group will 
occasionally collide with those of another individual 
or group. In a free society each individual is free 
to determine for himself what he wishes to read and 
each group is free to determine what it will recommend 
to its- freely associated members. But no group has the 
right to take the law into its own hands, and to impose 
its own concept of politics or morality upon other 
members of a democratic society. Freedom is no freedom, 
if it is accorded only to the accepted and the inoffensive. 

It is the responsibility of publishers and librarians 
to give full meaning to the freedom to read by providing 
•books that enrich the quality and diversity of thought 
and expression. By the exercise of .this affirmative 
responsibility, bookmen can demonstrate that the answer 
to a bad book is a good -one, the answer to a bad idea 
is a good one. . " ' 

The freedom to read is of little consequence when 
expended on the trivial; it is frustrated when the 
reader cannot obtain matter fit for his purpose. What 
is needed is not only the absence of restraint, but _^ 
the positive provision of opportunity for thepeople , 
to read the best that has been thought and said. 
Book: are the major channel. by which the intellectual 
inheritance is handed d6wn, and the principal means 
of its testing and growth. The defense of their 
freedom and Integrity, and the enlargement of their, 
service to society, requires of all bookmen the utmost . 
of their faculties, and deserves of al'l citizens the 
-fullest of their support. 

We state these propositions neither lightly nor 
as e^sy generalizations. We here stake out a lofty 
claim for the values of books. We do so because we believe 
that they are good, possessed of enormous variety and 
usefulness, worthy of cherishing and keeping free. • 
We realize that the application of these propositions 
may mean the dissemination of ideir^ and .manners of 
express ibn that are repugnant to i.^any person. We 
do not state these propositions in the comfortable 
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belief that what people read is unimportant. We believe 
rather that what people read is deeply important; that 
ideas can be dangerous; but that the suppression of 
ideas is .fatal to a democratic society. Freedom itself 
is a dangerous way of life; but it is ours. 

This statement was originally issued in May, 1953, by the Westchester 
Conference of the American Library Association and the American Book 
Publ ishers Counci 1 , which in 1970 consolidated with the American Education 
Publishers Institute to become the Association of American Publishers.
